Yet often the automobile, when the steer¬ 
ing gear breaks, kills more than any 
criminal. And the flying machine, when 
a rod snaps, or the engine gives out, kills 
its freight. And the big driving wheel in 
a factory, when it bursts, may. kill hun¬ 
dreds. 

The automobile, flying machine and 
driving wheel nre not “criminal ” They 
are simply like (he human being, organized 
individuals, possessing certain forces,

For-It shoqid bo understood that the ddg was’ the- 
first domesticated . animal.

wolf pups and raised them as pets. 

Wolf pupa Of aay breed are rather inclined to be 
fierce when they have got beyond early puppyhood. But 
this fact nQce8sarily resulted In b weeding out or the 
fiercer ones, those of gentleet disposition .being saved, 
to become in tbelr.turn the parents of-pthei- puppies, 
destined to undergo the same process of selection. 

It waa. through such .artificial selection that -the 
fiercer wolf qualities were gradually eliminated. Doribt- 
less the reason for taking so much trouble In the breed 
ing of the earliest types of dogs'was tbat primitive man. 
found them very useful. They may havo be on more or. 
less serviceable In the chase, bill thejr principal useful¬ 
ness was doubtless for guarding the cave or other dwell- ' 
tog against surprise by an enemy. ' f- 
.. Primitive man was himself a .rqthci' ferocious animal., 
We see to-day ptentlful evldencea of the survival of

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Shevelln, tbe watchman, was destined to 
bear fruit for other*. While "Big Jim" 
waa serving tala long aentence la Clinton 
prison for tho Troy robbery. It became 
known aomebow to Jimmy Hope that 
Tracy and tbe watchman of the bank bad 
arrived at an understanding. Thie was 
very Important news, and Hope at one* 
started In to pick up the thread whloh had 
been so suddenly broken by Tracy's mis* 
hap In Tyoy. 

Out this was not ao easy to accomplish. 
Shevelln bad confidenceHn his old school* 
male Tracy, but he was afraid of atrangero. 
Jimmy Hope was the Napoleon of bafik 
burglars and he bad In bla gang the fore¬ 
most bank experts of tho whole world. 
Hope found a way to make tbe acquaint¬ 
ance of ^hevcllu and be tried every de¬ 
vice to win tbe watchman's confidence 
Out tho shock of “Dig Jim" Tracy's long 
prison sentence had thoroughly (rlghtanod 
the watchman. * ' 

With great patience, Hopo began a cam¬ 
paign to; remove 8hovolln‘s misgivings 
and make him feel that with such part¬ 
ners he need hare no fear. One after an¬ 
other of Hope's great experts wero Intro¬ 
duced to fihevelln. At dinner ono day In 
a Third avenue restaurant, Johnny .Dobbs 
was produced, and the exploits of this 
famous burglar were recounted. Next 
wne Introduced Georgo Howard, known as 
"Western George," And Bhevelln was told ‘ 
of this man’s extraordinary skill on safps 
and vaults.' And then came Oeorge Mason 
and Ned Lyons, whose amazing boldness 
and quickness with a revolver were al¬ 
ready known to Shevelln. 

Nuganl . tbe Policeman-Burglar 

A few days Inter, John Nugent in able 
operator and a policeman In good stand¬ 
ing, was presented, and a little liter on 
Abe Coakley, the venerable cracksman, 
was Introduced. Finally the famous "Ban¬ 
jo Pete'* iEmerson and Billy Kelly and 
Eddie Uoodey were brought to bear on the 
wavering fears of the watchman. 

BhoveMn was finally oVorawed by this 
powerful Aggregation of skill, porsUtehce 
and audncUy end consented to Join Hope's 
band of operators. As I look back over 
that Group of burglars, 1 am sure there 
wab never before gathered together on one 
enterprise, such a galaxy of talent With 
such expert skill and such abundant ex¬ 
perience os wero thero represented end all 
under the ablo leadership of such a veteran 
cracksman as Jimmy Hope, surely K waa 
linpojslhlo that their enterprise could 
fail.. Shevelln finally realized thla and m 
be gavo his pledge of help and loyalty, 
Jimmy Hope ebook his hand warmly and 
■aid: ( 

"And If we get the stuff, Patrick, your 
share will be Just a quarter of a million 
dollars. And that's more than you will 
over make working as a watchman.” 

Jimmy Hope now lost no ttme In setting 
about his plane for tbe robbery. 

While Shoveltn'a aid was absolutely, 
necessary, It was only a. very short step 
Ijt, Itself toward Jimmy Hope’s goal, the 
currency and securities lying In separate 
steel safes Inside tbe great vault. Tbe 
entire system of steel plates and locks 
waa the latest, moat complete burglar- 
proof devised. It was universally sup¬ 
posed to bo not only burglar-proof but 
mob-proof, It bad boon demonstrated 
theoretically'that burglars working un¬ 
disturbed could not obtain access Inside 
of forty-eight hours. Indeed It waa the 
very Impl-egnablllty of the vault which 
helped In Us undoing. 

Shevelln could give the band entrance 
to the building and could bring them to 
the door of tbe great vault. Dut bere In 
plain view of the street It would be im¬ 
possible to study out and assault tbe com¬ 
bination lock. As tbe look could not be 
studied Inside tbe bank It was evident that 
tho problem rnuet be solved outelde. 

For this taek Hope employed a women 
vary Intimately related to one of the band. 
While I do not care to give her name, as 
she in eilll.alive, ( may say <bat abe was 
considered a very attractive woman. ■ 
Elegantly dressed she called at the 
bank ami opened «n account with Uio de¬ 
posit of a few hundred dollars. She made 
clear to everyone her charming Ignorance 
of banking. She wee as amusing as pretty 
and before long she was talking to Presi¬ 
dent Schell himself . • 

It was In fact the president who proudly 
showed-her the massive sloe! doors and 
ibo mighty combination lock which would 
guard her , small deposit. With Innocent 
baby stare abe noted the make of. the 
lock and Ms date i 

Possessed of thlf information, Hope, 
who wss nothing If oot thorough, pro^ 
cecdert to buy froip the manufacturer a 
counterpart of- the lock. .As soon as It 
arrived the look waa turned over to the 
Inquiring eyes and Ongera.of.George How¬ 
ard. Ensconced In a little bourse to a 
ijutel part 'of Brooklyn. VWeaterh Oeorge" 
made an Intimate Investigation of the 

lock's vital* 


O r course, crimes, like business op¬ 
erations, are sometimes big and 
sometimes small. They vary In Im¬ 
portance from the pickpocket's capture of 
an empty pocket book to the robbery of a 
big bank. I will tell to-day the secrets 
of the'greatest bank robbery In tho his¬ 
tory of the world—the robbery of 92.7M.- 
TOO from the vaults of the Manhattan Dank 
In New York, on the corner of Broadway 
and Dleecker street, several years ego. 

Every man In that remarkable gang of 
bonk burglars waa an associate of mine— 

I knew them, know their wives, was In 
partnership with them. It was an extra¬ 
ordinary enterprise, carefully considered, 
thoroughly planned and ably exocuted; 
and It yielded noarly 93,000.000 in stolon 
securities and money, Thero has never 
been a bank robbery of such .ipagnltude, 
either before or since, 'it was complicated 
by tho difficulty of disposing of tho great 
bundles of* valu&blo bonds, many of whlob 
1 bad to look alter. 

In my long and varied experiences In 
the underworld I havO never been asso¬ 
ciated with an eulcrprlso ao remarkablo 
In so many different ways as tho Manhat¬ 
tan Bank robbery. There were altogether 
twelve men In this robhery, and overy sin¬ 
gle one of them, with tho exception of 
one, got Into trouble through It—one, tu 
fact, was murdered. And here, then. In 
the biggest, richest robbery, of modern 
times,' wo lcarli tho lesson that even In a 
J3.Oflft.COO robbery CRIME DOES NOT 
PAY! , 

Dank burglars, of course, sro constantly 
meting about for promising fields for 
tbeir operations and this great, rich Broad¬ 
way bank had long boon viewed with hun¬ 
gry eyes by Jimmy Hope. Ned Lyoui, my 
husband, and other great professionals 
Dut not only were Ms vaults or the nownst 
and strongest construction, but thero was 
a night watchman awake and active all 
night In the bank. Thla watchman wna 
locked in behind tho steel gratings of tho 
bank, and Hope and my husband could 
not figure out any way to get alTilm and 
silence him. 

It remained for a thief named "Big 
Jim" Tracy to solve tho difficulty. Now 
the curious port of thlB la that Tracy was 
not a bank robber at all. Tracy was a 
general all-around thlof, and specialized 
raoro particularly In sccond-story -resi¬ 
dence bnrglarles and highway robberies. 
Tracy. was not even a mechanic and was 
entirely Ignorant of tho way to use safe- 
blowers' toots. But* Tracy waa ambitious 
and decided to surprise bis acquaintances 
In tho bank burglary lino Dy doing a Job 
which would give him standing among the 
bigh-claaa experts. » 

Stalking tbe Watchman 

Tracy had ono great advantage—he had 
been a schoolmate of Patrick Shovelln, ono 
of tbe bank watchman. Knowing Bbevo- 
Hn. he waa 'able to-’rone w into intimacy 
his old acquaintance, and soon broacbod 
the. subject of the contemplated robbery. 
Shevelln waa a married man, rather 
proud ot tho trust reposed In him. and 
would not consent to havo any part In ibo 
scheme. If Jtramy Hopo or my husband 
bad approached Ibo watchman he would 
have exposed them, to the bank officials, 
but he had a friendly fooling toward Tracy. 
Tracy wae persistent, hold out pictures of 
a fabulous fortune, and finally gained tho 
watchman’s consent. 

When all was agreed upon Tracy de¬ 
cided to get an outfit of burglar's tools 
and practice up for tho Job. By thts time 
"Dig Jim" was out of mooey. and he ran 
up to Troy to pull oft ft-Job and put him¬ 
self In funds, lie BOleclcd an out of town 
city because ho "didn't want any trouble 
- la tho neighborhood of Ibe econo of tbd- 
projectod bank robbery, 
ft was In July that Tracy, with a follow 
v thief. "Mush" Uollly. followed a man 
named John Buckley out of a bank In 
Troy, where he bad drown a consldorablo 
sum of money. Mr. Buckley got oa a 
street car and Tracy and Reilly crowded 
lu sod began work. They wore not ablo 
to get the men’s money without disturb¬ 
ing him, and tha result was that Buckley 
pul up a fight,. "Big Jlin" and "Mush" 
fought back, but wero surrounded by other 
passengers In the car and arrested They 
were tried, convicted, ood sent .-to Clinton- 
' prison for five years 

This misfortune to “Big Jim" TrAry 
put so end to his design* upon the great 
'Manhattan Bank.; But ibe missionary. 
k work .which Trocy had already done with 
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pioyei tha next morning woold be uuabla 
to open tha door. 

.Thera was nothing to do hut fill ibo 
hole with putty ao that It would not show 
from tho outside and see what Hie morn¬ 
ing would develop. Quite naturally Hope 
assumed that the lock-tampering would 
be discovered and his whole plan be 
ruined. The gang prepared to scatter but 
as It turned out they need not have wor¬ 
ried.' ».;• 

Bure enough; in the morning the doors 
refused to respond to the cashier's mani¬ 
pulations. The makers of the lock were 
sent for and after infinite labor the door 
was opened. The experts from tjie. fac¬ 
tory who performed the' feat were 'burtons 
to see wbat bad gone wrong With their 
mechanism. H was in "apple pie" order 
with the exception or one tumbler which, 
for no apparent reason had moved in the 
wrong direction. 

A Tip to the Police 

Jimmy Hope's drill hole, puttied op and 
nicely hidden on the outelde showed block 
and conspicuous from the inside. Tbe 
lock mechanics observed the hole and 
asked the officers of, the bank how the 
bole came there. They all shook' tbeir 
beads and the subject was dropped. A 
portly and prosperous looking gentleman 
who bad been standing at the paying 
teller's window after ^hanging a one hun¬ 
dred dollar bill, heaved a sigh and walked 
away. It wok.Jimmy Hope! 

"Boys," he sold to the band who were 
ill prepared to abandon the Job, "It's a 
shame to take that money. Those simple 
soots bars found our bolt and It doesn't 
even Interest them. They are worrying 
about a little $20,000 loan on some doubt¬ 
ful security, oqd here we are within a few 
Inches of from thrss to six millions.*' 

"Bach faith Is beautiful," sold'Johnny 
Dobbs, with mock piety, "let us pray that 
U be Justified." . 

Nevertheless the Job was postponed.for 
s year on account Of Information furnished 
by John Nugent. Nugent being a member 
of the New York police force In- good 
standing, was able to keep In close touch 
with headquarters. He learned that the 
presence of a dozen of the ablest bank 
burglars In the world-had become known 
to the pollee. Not that the police had dls^ 
covered their presence.by detective work, . 
for this happens only lo novels or detec¬ 
tive ploys When tbe "sleuth" In actual 
life gets any real Information It U be¬ 
cause somebody for fear, hatred or re¬ 
ward has told hjm. 

As I hove'sold, there was bad feeling in 
the band and I think someone Interested 
In Howard's death gave the tip. At any ' 
rate, the band took palne to scatter and 
the various members were xarefuV to «*>! 
cord themselves at different cities remote : 
from NevV York. . The New York police 
were much relieved and ; promptly, forgot 
(be tip that "something big”.waa to be 
“putted off." ' 

Just about a-year later Shevelln, who •; 
waa not by nature lp|*nded for a crook, , 
looked up from a drunken doze'at a saloon . 

table Into. |be keen eyes of^Jimmy Hope. 
BheveBohad neither the .instinctive Incll-' 
nation nor'ihe nervous system Which be¬ 
long to the natural criminal. ThebAro 
root that he was connected with the pro- : 


Howard undoubtedly was the greatest 
Inventive genius lo locks that ever lived, 
unless, perhaps, Mark Shlnbqrn, s burglar 
of a similar mechanical turn of mind. He 
could have made no end of money design¬ 
ing burglar-proof devices, but preferred 
demonstrating the weakness of the exist¬ 
ing ones In a practical way. Hope's con¬ 
fidence In Howard was not misplaced. 
Wllhln a few days George told the leader 
be could open the lock by the simple pro¬ 
cedure of drilling a sihall hole Just be¬ 
low It and Inserting a wire. 

Hope watched Howard demonstrate oa 
tbeir own lock and at once planned a 
prospective tour of the bank to see'If the 
performance could be duplicated on the 
lock In the Manhattan Bank, if to, they 
were In sight of their goal. 

While the band was waiting for a con¬ 
venient occasion when Shevelln would be 
on duty at the bank and couta adrnll them 
safely to test Howard’s grand discovery 
a great blow felt upon the whole plan, it 
was ibe mysterious murder of Howard 
himself. 

If, as some have suggested, the taking 
off of Howard was tbe hand of Providence, 

I can only point out that the hand waa a 
little bit slow. If Howard bad b#6n killed 
two days earlier, I can’t see how the band 
could have gotten into the vault hope, 
with all his Ingenuity and executive abil¬ 
ity, was no. great mechanical genius on 
so up-to-date lock, nor was any other 
member equal to the task. 

Howard was on bad term* with several 
very forceful members of ths underworld, 
st least one of whom was In the dosen who 
were secretly besieging the Manhattan 
Bank. While tbe gang was rejoicing and’ 
waiting a letter came to Howard request¬ 
ing bis Immediate presence on important 
business at a place near Brooklyn. 

Opening tbe Great Vault 

The following week Howard’s body was 
found lo the woods of Yonkers, with a 
pistol Ir his band and a bullet Ijjbla 
breasf. Tho suicide theory was dispelled 
by flodlog another bullet in the back of 
his head. Investigation brought lo light 
lhat a wagon containing a heap of sacking 
had been seen driviog through the woods 
and bad later returned empty. 

Hope aod other* ■ us pooled Johnny 
Dobbs, of the gang, of doing , the shooting, 
hut nothing was ever proved about it.; 

Dobbs and Hops toon after were let In 
by Shevelln and they put Howard's theory 
Into practice. They bored a hote About

getting Into the vault,

Downstairs, they found., as expected 
"Banjo Pete" Emerson In overalls and 
false whiskers armed with a 1 feather dus¬ 
ter and made up to look exactly like too 
Janitor, Werkle. "Banjo Pete,” , aa bis 
name Implies, was a muntclan, In fact had 
been a member of a negro minstrel troupe, 
and was an actor of no mean ability. It 
wae toe ability to make-up and act which 
made Hope cast him for the part of coun¬ 
terfeit Janitor. During the entire pro¬ 
ceeding^ he walked aboiit the front of the 
bank In full view from the' street, dusting 
the furniture and keeping an oye out for 
signals from old Abe Coakley,' dean of toe 
burglars, who had the responsible posi¬ 
tion of watching all that went on outside. 

Fooling tho Patrolman 

A policeman was In s|ght of toe bank < 
during the entire activities and actually 
walked up and gaxed In the window. 

. "Banjo Pete" looked up from' hla dusting 
and waved bis hand to the policeman, who 
thought he recognized hla 1 old friend 
Werkle, nodded "good morning,” and then 
peEtsed on 

Meanwbtle Billy Kelly had taken his 
place Just inside toe back door with ,a 
pistol and a' lead pipe and seated himself 
on toe back stairs, while George Mason 
was sauntering about outside the door to 
give warning and. prevent Interruption 
from that point . ^ 

All these men covered the ;operations. 
of Jimmy 1 . Hope and Johnny Dobbs, who 
opened tho vault door with Werkle'a key 
and combination, and .fell, to work on the 
steel safes within. There were three, one 
on either side and one in the hack, With 
the sledge hammer and knlfeHedged wedges 
the two burglars spread, the crack of one 
of the safe doorp wide enough to force 
in the necessary explosive.:. Pausing only 
long enough to learn from hi* confed¬ 
erates that the coast was clear, Hope 
touched It off A muffled reverberation 
reached the policeman across • the street 
He glanced over at toe bank. 

"Banjo Pete" dropped bis duster, crossed 
to the window and peered out as if the 
explosion were from outdoors somewhere, 
•nd he wore mildly wondering. The po¬ 
liceman resumed his reflections and (he 
work went on. Fifteen minutes later an¬ 
other muffled boom marked the blowing 
of the second safe. 

At this point Hope and. Dobbs paused 
to collect the booty. 'It was;more than ; 
l they could carry, so half a peck of bonds 
I was passed out to the -vigilant Billy Kelly 
on the backstairs, as much, more <o the 
•llent Goodey, unwelcome watcher by the 
bedside of. the feeble, old woman. 

With bulging eyes, Mr. and Mrs. Werkle 
•aw a few begs of gold to* B ed,|n lo toelr 
guardians and .pocketed. The gang had 
been growing rfoher at the rate of about ; 
a hundred thousand dollars a minute for 
•pme Urns. •; . ■ 

As Hope and Dobbs returned to attack 
the third eafe, Whieh stood In the rear, 
there came a threatened Interruption. 
Oeorge Mason/outside, gave the signal to 
Billy Kelly, Inside the back door to be 
on guard. A milk wagon stopped, the 
driver descended with a qaart pf milk, 
opened the back door. «nd was about to 
ascend the etalrp with it to deliver to 
the Janitor. , . ' 

Billy kelly v pn guard on thp ptalrs for 


Just such an emergency, politely Informed 
him that the Janitor and Ms family had 
gone sway snd would need no more milk 
for Some time. The milkman replaced the 
bottle in bis wagon and went on, wbllo 
Hope drove home bis wedges 

Bat now came ft serious Interruption, the 
Wily old Coakley. signalled that the end 
of their operations bad come. . It Waa 
Inevitable toat Kohlman, the barber, 
would soon open up his little shop be¬ 
neath the bank. TblB was what Coakley 
signalled to “Banjo Pete,” who called 
the news to toe worker* within the vault 

Immediately Hope, Dobbs and Lyons laid 
down their tools, put on their coats, stuffed 
the.remainder of the undistributed plun¬ 
der Inside their olothes and told toe band 
to quit 

Johnny Hope and Nugent, with a last 
bloodthirsty threat left the Werkles. 
Eddy Goodey pocketed hla revolver and 
Joined the group collecting around Biliy 
Kelly on too back etatrs, where “Banjo 
Pele” was getting out of Mb overalls and 
pocketing Ma false whiskers. 

George Maeon gave the “get away'* sig¬ 
nal on the outside, and one by one toe 
gang, carrying nearly $3,000,000 in money 
and securities, mingled with the crowd aud 
vanished. ' 

CoaMey on watch In front stayed around 
and waited for further developments. 

About ten minutes later the early cu>- 
tomero of Kahlman’s barber Bhop heard 
someone leaping down the stairs from the 
bank. ,Iti burst apparently a madman, 
half-dressed, bis hands handcuffed behind 
him. 

The Janitor’s Escape 

A gag In his mouth added to his strange 
appearance. Unable to speak or use bis 
hands he danced up and down and made 
growling sounds like a mad dog 

The harbor shop emptied Itself and 
Koblman was not able at once io recog¬ 
nise behind , the gag and toe Jaunty dis¬ 
array of clothing hla oid friend Werkle. 
janitor of the bank. 

The gag removed. Werkle was able <o 
blurt out the fact toat the tank bad been 
robbed. The policeman across the street 
wa* summoned and with him came Coak¬ 
ley. They heard an amaiing and some¬ 
what Incoherent tale. The-pollceraan be¬ 
ing rather young and inexperienced, lis¬ 
tened, open mouthed, and did nob know 
what to do 

Coakley, the elderly and rather distin¬ 
guished looking gentleman, suggested that 
the story sounded “fishy” and the police¬ 
man ought to investigate. He did so. . The 
whole party entered the bank and Cgak- 
ley wan able to note that no. tamale 
clues had been left behind. He observed 
whh regret that while twoRof the safes 
gaped wide open and the third eohlalned 
Several wedges, It was, still shut tight 

The ppllceman held the half-erased 
Werkle prisoner, snd guarded the safe 
whila he sent Cosklsy, to the police Ms- ; 
lion to cell out. the reserves. This er-. 
rand Coakley negl.ected and, fnrtsad, 
looked up Jimmy Hops. who. like most 
. robbers, wgs, leading * double life. . H* 
had a wife and. children In one part of 
the bUy and In another a fashionable, 
apartment where he' was known a* Mr- 
Hopalv, a retired capitalist, and bad quite 


a circle of; friend*; mostly prosperous 
huslneai men.' ' . ; 

From this point luck turned against toe 
band. The tremendous proportions of thq 
robbery caught everyone's imagination. 
The underworld was aa much excited as 
the police and talk and speculation would 
not die down. The neglected hole In the. 
lock came to view again and It was now 
appreciated in Its full significance. 

Tho police recollected . tholr tip ■ about 
Hope and his gang which had come to 
them at the same tlitfe as the discovery 
or the hole and their suspicions began to 
grow against' some of the real perpetra¬ 
tors, Still for many weeks there was not 
an atom of evidence against any member. 
Patrick Bhevslln, the weak link of the 
chain, began to feel toe pressure. 

The Weak' Bpot 

Not only was he a man lacking In the 
robust nerves essentia] to a successful 
criminal and also one who drank too 
much, but be was cruelly disappointed as. 
well, He had-been Jed to believe that a 
quarter of a million dollars in cold cash 
would be handed to him within a day <{r 
two after the robbery. He was going to 
buy a castle in Ireland and a few other 
things with the money. 

Instead of all this Hope gave him only 
$1,200, , He explained at the Ume that this 
was only hla share of the cash stolen, and. 
that Lhe balance of the quarter million 
would be forthcoming as soon as the ; 
bonds and stocks had been converted Into 
cash, 

But alas (or poor 8hevelln. The bonds 
never were converted and instead of 
mare money, Hope brought him bad newa 
and actually forced him to return half of 
the $1,200. He fold Shovel into at a hill 
was being: prepared at Washington to 
compel the Issuance of duplicate securi¬ 
ties in place of those stolen.' This would, 
of course, make too originate worthless 
and kill the 'sale of them and make the 
robbery a flnapola! failure. 

There was truth In Hope's plea for 
the bill was actually passed, but It. Is 
doubtful If poor Shevelln's $600 was used, 
as Hope promised, to bribe Senators and - 
Congressmen to obstruct the.bill 

The . horse being stolen, the bank took' 
pains to lock, the barn door. They not 
only roar ranged their locks and filled up 
the hole, but^ investigated Werkle, Keely 
snd 8heyelin. , Finding (bat Bhevelln was 
drinking and frequenting dlsrepitjable 
places, they were about to discharge him. 
But the defective^ persuaded the bank, to 
retain blm for fear discharge might ex¬ 
cite the suspicions of the gang. 

Detectives shadowed Sbovelln night and 
day. Borne of them became acquainted 
with him under one guise or another. 
They even became Intoxicated with him. 
On one or two occasions he'let slip re¬ 
marks.that he wu connected. with some 
big secret affair: . One day they oqw/a - 
bartender get a package from' a drawer : 
and hand If to Shevsiln, who opened It and 
took out some bills.. and then r«turdfcd 
lhe package. The dptecUvs was able to 
■ee toat the package..' contained • several 
hundred . dollars,. 'This, was more, thin 
Shetelln, m all probability..would -have- 
saved out of hla small eatery wtUyaU hte. 
tad habits.
